Habeas Corpus Writ.

Littleton, N. H., Sept. 16.— Harry 


Kendall Thaw, fugitive from Mattea- 
wan. won a victory 
in the United 
States district court here today when 
Judge Aldrich indefinitely suspended 
a hearing 
on the writ 
of habeas 
corpus obtained by the Thaw lawyer. 
This means that Thaw will nave a 
federal writ to check his immediate 
return 
to New York state 
in the 
event Governor Felker orders his ex- 
tradition 
after 
the hearing to be 
held 
at Concord. 
William Travers 
Jerome, specially deputized to bring 
about Thaw's return to the asylum 
:ried to block the postponement oil 
the ground that the writ had been 
obtained as a matter of expediency. 
"What do you propose to do then?" 
insisted the judge. Jerome hesitated. 
'The immediate 
question," 
contin- 


ued the court, "is whether 
the pro- 
ceedings shall go on or be suspended. 
"t is the judgment of the court that 
i suspension would -not menace the 
nterest of either side and in view 
of the fact hat the governor hesitates 
.0 proceed with the extradition hear- 
ng until the state of this matter is 
assured 
I suspend it. It is not ad- 
ourned, but suspended and I suggest 
that either side notify me within six 
days when they are prepared to go 
on with it." 
Thaw sat with his eyes riveted on 
the courts. 
His lawyers were grin- 
ning. He was remanded back to the 
joint custody 
off Sheriff 
Drew of 
Coos county, who arrested him after 
his recent deportation from Canada, 
and United States Marshall Nute. 
After hearing arguments the court 
suspended proceedings. No date was 
set for the futureNJiearing. This was 
a victory 
for Thaw, since the New 
York authorities were anxious to have 
the writ quashed. 


In an 
open discussion 
•with Mr. 
Jerome after 
announcing 
the sus- 
pension of the hearing Judge Aldrich 
said that search of the statutes had 
failed to reveal to him any law un- 
der which a man in Thaw's position. 
a lunatic charged with crime, could 
he extradited. 


Thaw arrived in the joint custody 


of United States Marshall Nute and 
the sheriff of Coos county shortly be- 
fore nine o'clock for his arraignment 
in the United States disrict court be- 
fore Judse Aldrich on a writ of ha- 
beas corpus. 
Thaw remained in the- 
smoking car 
during -the trip from 
Co'ebrooke. 
Crowds greeted 
him at every sta- 
tion. 
Sitting by an open window he 


made it a point to lean out and talk: 
with the curi.ous. 
Perhaps SOO per- 
sons 
including 
a musical 
comedy 
company 
in 
town 
for the night 


swarmed him at the railroad station.- 
The little court room began to fill up 
shortly aften ten o'clock. 
The gen- 
eral public was 
not admitted, but 
nerhaps 
one hundred 
of the select 
friends of court attendants and the 
e managed to .pain admittance. 
Outside the building 
a crowd in 


which women predominated, jammed.- 
Hie street from curb to ^urb. 
They 


did not get a glimpse of Thaw for his 
quarters were in the rear building. 
Jerome came in a few minutes bo- 
fore 11:00 o'clock and then Tbaw> 
lawyers Moses H. Grosman and L. J. 
Vorbaus of New York city,- ex-gover- 
nor Stone of Pennsylvania and Mer- 
rill Shurtleff of Colebrooke. 
Necks were craned and the women 
leaned forward 
as Thaw 
took his 
seat at the counsel table. The fugi- 
tive closed his eyes, rested his cheek 
on his hand, 
and did not give the 
spectators a glance.

Jerome 
sat almost

the prisoner. Judge Aldrich in robes 
took his seat at 11:05.

ton, N. H., to appear in the United 
States district court in the habeas 
corpus proceedings brought to check- 
mate any attempt to rush him back 
to New York. 


Thaw's attorneys had' obtained this 
writ as a protection in case Governor

extradition. 
Thaw 
rose 
earlier than at any time since his 
escape from the Matteawan asylum 011 
August 17th. Early breakfast "was or- 
dered for all last night and the Thaw 
followers, newspaper men, 
lawyers, 
guards, telegraph operators and the 
persistently curious 
trooped 
toward 
the Maine Central 
railroad 
station 
shortly after sun-up to board 
the 
train. 


The chief lawyers for Thaw before 
Judge Aldrich were Moses H. Gross- 
man and L. J. Voorhaus of New York 
City. Jerome was sole counsel 
for 
the state of New York. He was pre- 
pared bitterly to resist the move of 
the Thaw lawyers to obtain a CQII- 
tinuance of the writ 
on the ground 
that it was not a bona fide writ of 
habeas corpus, but 
an . emergency 
measure designed to meet 
possible 
developments after 
the 
extradition 
hearing at Concord tentatively set for 
Wednesday. 


Thaw's lawyers on the other hand 
said they would contend 'that while 
they did not seek their client's imme- 
diate release they desired the court 
protection in view of the fact 
that 
the New Hampshire statutes afforded 
them no recourse to the courts once 
the governor had granted extradition. -

"We do not believe that the legis 


lature in committing this great pow 
er to us. thought for a moment thai 
we would turn back the clock of pro 
gress in humane legislation.

"In the 
skilled 
trades, 
ten-hour 
days are now the 
exception rathei 
than the rule. Shall not the state de- 
mand for female labor conditions ns 
favorable as the male

mands and obtain for himself? 
"It has long been recognized that 


women, because 
of physical 
concli- 
state. 
tions, because oC inability to demand 
their rights, because the welfare of 
the race 
is dependent 
upon 
them, 


should receive the protection of the 
The decision quotes the following 


from the supreme court of the United 
States: 


"As healthy mothers are essential 
to vigorous offspring, 
the 
physical 
well-being of women, becomes an ob- 
ject of public interest anl care in or- 
der to preserve the strength and vig- 
or of the race. * * * * The' two 
sexes differ in structure 
of body, in 


functions to be performed by each, in 
the amount of physical strength, in 
the capacity for long continued labor, 
particularly, the influence ol: vigorous 
health upon the future well-being of 
the race, the self-reliance which 'ena- 
bles one to assert full rights, and i-i 
the capacity to maintain the struggle 
for subsistence. 
This difference jus- 


tifies a difference in 
legislation and 


upholds that 
which is 
designed to 
compensate for some 
of the burdens 
which rest upon her." 


The decision, which-contains gener- 


ous excerpts from 
international au- 
thorities, says: 


"Considering this matter we see lit- 


tle reason for making an extensive in- 
vestigation, because we have the facts 
as to the conditions 
of the employ- 
ment, and the literature of the day is 
replete with 
the 
judgment, 
of the 
greatest 
experts 
in physiology and 


psychology. 
We cannot ignore'these 
authorities; for to do so would be to 
close our eyes to matters of 'common 
knowledge1 and the 'best evidence.' 
"We realize that wages and other 


labor conditions are to some extent 
dependent 
upon competitive condi- 
tions and when the manufactured ar- 
ticle enters into interstate commerce 
as it does in the present case, compet- 
itive conditions in other states may 
be considered by the legislature. Rut 
such conditions 
are not 
controlling 
with a legislature, and they have not 
been committed 
to our 
considera- 
tion in any degree. 
Yet, what are 'he- 
conditions in other states?" 


Here the decision contains a table

on female employment in practically 
all manufacturing states, similar to 
or more strict than, those of Wis- 
consin.
